The_  Gha.irm5.n  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  Rural  District 
of  St  .Germans  -  - ^ — 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  there  v/as  a  small  increaBe  of  250  in  the  estimated 
population  of  Health  Area  No. 7  which  brought  the  total  to  51,070.  The 
only  County  Districts  showing  s^nificant  changes  were  Salt  ash  M.B,  where 
the  population  increased  by  300,  and  Torpoint  U.D.  where  there  v/as  a  fall 
of  170. 


Live  births  totalled  745  showed  an  excess  of  74  over  deaths  which 
totalled  671.  The  corrected  birth  and  death  rates  v;ere  quite  close  to  those 
of  the  country  as  a  whole.  For  the  first  time  since  I96I  there  was  a 
maternal  dostth.  This  involved  a  young  unmarried  mother  who  because  of  the 
unfortunate  circumstances  surrounding  her  pregnancy  did  not  seek  or  receive 
adequate  ante-natal  care.  The  number  of  infant  deaths  registered  -  8  in  all 
was  the  lowest  so  far  recorded  and  brought  the  infant  mortality  rate  well 
below  the  national  figure.  There  v/as  a  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births  from  62  in  I964  to  58  i^^  1985,  v/hen  they  constituted 
7.9?^  of  all  live  births. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  during  the  year  followed  the  same 
pattern  as  in  previous  years,  with  heart  disease,  stroke,  and  cancer  shewing 
up  in  that  order  as  the  most  prevalent  causes  of  death,  and  between  them 
aocounting  for  71^c  of  all  deaths  v/hich  occurred  during  1965.  Of  the  defined 
forms  of  heart  disease,  coronary  heart  disease  caused  almost  half  of  all 
deaths  due  to  heart  disease.  Research  into  possible  causes  for  the  increase 
in  this  formi  of  heart  disease,  under  which  guise  the  grim  reaper  so 
frequently  comes  to  cut  off  v/ith  tragic  suddeness  lives  as  yet  many  years 
short  of  three  score  and  ten,  continues  along  many  lines.  As  with  may 
conditions  it  appears  likely  that  a  verity  of  causes,  usually  acting  in 
concert,  contribute  in  varying  degree  to  the  unfortunate  end  result. 

Evidence  is  being  accumulated  that  importnnt  factors  are,  an  increase  in  the 
consumption  of  f'.-.t;;,  and  refined  carbohydrates  frequently  in  excess  of  basic 
energy  requirements,  a  reduction  in  physical  exertion  due  to  mechanisation 
of  working  conditions,  and  the  vmLdespread  use  of  mechanised  transport, 
increased  consumption  of  tobacco  in  the  form  of  cigarettes,  and  greater 
mental  stress,  and  strain  resulting  from  pressures  and  tensions  in  modern 
living. 


In  England  and  Wales  of  all  deaths  registered  during  1965  the 
proportion  due  to  cancer  was  19?'^,  In  Health  Area  No,  7.  the  corresponding 
proportion  Y/as  l6^,  '?  these  defined  forms  of  cancer  that  affecting  the 

stomach  was  the  most  prevalent  cause  of  dea-|h^Q^  Lung  cancer  deaths  were  less 
numberous,  and  the  rate  for  this  disease  v/as/toeHow  the  national  figure.  In 
the  case  of  lung  cancer  evidence  continues  to  build  up  incriminating 
cigarette  smoking  as  an  important  cause  of  this  disease,  although  it  is  now 
recognised  that  other  factors,  and  especially  atmosphere  pollution,  play 
some  part  in  causing  this  disease.  Efforts  to  persuade  adult  smokers  to  give 
up  the  habit  have  not  been  at  all  successful,  and  hope  of  achieving  anything 
useful  in  this  field  of  health  education  must  rest  in  the  success  of  trying 
to  convince  young  people  that  they  should  not  take  up  the  habit. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  (other  than  tuberculosis)  was 
numericqlly  heavier  than  during  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of 
cases  notified  was  590,  the  bulk  of  these  being  due  to  outbreaks  of  measles 
-  385  cases  -  and  whooping  cough  -  I66  cases.  The  former  disease  v;as  most 
prevalent  in  Salt  ash  M.B,  and  Liskeard  M.B,  the  latter  in  St,  Germans  R.D, 
and  Selt’ash  M3-.  It  seems  likely  that  the  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
whooping  cough  may  have  been  due  to  the  appearance  of  a  new  or  altered 
variety  of  infecting  organism  against  which  the  vaccines  previously  available 
and  used  to  immunise  children  were  less  effective.  Efforts  to  produce  a 
safe  and  effective  vaccine  against  measles  continued  and  it  is  probable  that 
in  the  not  too  distant  future  protection  against  this  disease  will  become 
available  for  general  use.  No  case  of  the  more  serious  types  of  infections 
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disease  was  notified  during  the  year,  and  there  were  no  deaths  attributed 
to  diseases  in  this  group. 

incidence  of  tuberculosis  v/as  the  lightest  so  far  recorded 
and  9  nev/  sases  orJ.y  were  notified  during  1965.  In  two  districts  Torpoint 
U.p,  ai^  Liskeard  M.B,  no  cases  were  notified.  No  deaths  attributable  to 
this  disease  were  registered  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  I96  knovm  cases  of  tuberculosis  resident  in  the  Health  Area,  Of  these 
I64  were  respiratory  infections,  and  32  v/ere  non-re  sp  ir  at  or  y  iiifections, 
Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  the  customary  campaign  to  afford  protection  to 
school-children  was  carried  through.  In  this  instance  children  born  in 
the  year  1953  v/ere  involved,  and  of  the  58I  children  eligible  for  tuberculii 
testing  and  where  necessary  B.C.G-,  vaccination,  some  404  were  eventually 
vaccinated,  I  feel  siore  that  this  procedure  has  made  an  impurtant 
contribution  to  the  great  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease 
amongst  adolescents  and  young  adults. 

Occasionally  in  previous  annual  reports  I  have  referred  to  noise, 
and  make  no  qxlogy  for  doing  so  again.  The  principal  villain  of  this  piece 
IS,  for  most  of  us,  the  motor  vehicle,  and  with  the  great  increase  in  the 
nmber  of  these,  so  the  volume  of  noise  and  its  duration  increase.  As  yet 
little  effort,  other  than  hopeful  exhortations  has  been  made  to  come  to 
grips  with  this  blight  on  our  lives.  Although  the  human  senses  have  a 
very  v/ide  tolerance  of  abuse,  and  overloading,  they  are  not  completely 
invulnerable.  We  are  fast  approaching  the  limit  for  the  auditory  sence 
of  many  people  v/ith  consequent  neurosis,  and  an  increa.sing  recourse  to 
dri^s  which  nave  a  sedative  and  soporific  effect,  V^/here  exposure  to  high 
noise  levels  is  prolonged  or  so  severe  as  to  disturb  or  disrupt  normal 
patterns  of  living  then  overt  mental  illness  is  the  lilcely  outcome,  I  feel 
fairly  strongly  that  in  trying  to  excuse  our  failure  to  deal  effectively 
with  this  problem  too  much  is  made  of  the  legal,  financial  and  other 
barrens  to  be  overcome  in  acheiving  the  end  -  an  appreciable  reduction  in 
un-necessary  noise.  There  is  much  thought  and  discussion  on  ways  and 
of  making  motor  vehicles  safer,  and  less  likely  if  involved  in  an 
accident  to  kill  and  maim  the  occupants.  Is  it  beyond  the  povver  of 
engineers,  and  designers  to  provide  mechanically  propelled  vehicles  which 
will  operate  quietly  ?  Must  heavy  commercial  vehicles  produce  such  an 
ear— shattering  level  of  noise,  reaching  almost  the  threshold  of  pain,  wiien 
they  pass  through  the  streets  of  tov/ns  and  villages  ?  To  perform  its 
fuirtion  the  motor  horn  is  provided  with  an  unpleasant  strident  voice.  Must 
we  continue  to  tolerate  its  use  as  a  remote  form  of  front  door  bell  to 
summon  onr  friends  -and  acquintances  from  their  houses  to  the  kerbside,  or 
as  an  outlet  for  the  irritations  and  frustrations  we  suffer  on  our  congested 
roads  ?  I  would  here  enter  a  pleas  for  some  long  hard  and  really  serious 
thought  to  be  given  to  this  problem  before  many  of  use  are  engulfed  and 
mentally  drov/ned  in  this  ever— rising  tide  of  man  maderoise. 

In  the  field  of  housing,  problems  and  difficulties  cnc  considcra.bly 
less  than  in  the  1950* s,  but  they  do  still  exist,  and  not  infrequently  in 
an  acute  form.  This  unhappy  state  of  aff.airs  almost  always  has  as  its 
b^ic  cause  the  inability  or  unv/illingness  of  tenants  to  keep  up  to  date 
v/ith  rent  payments,  but  when  the  matter  is  investigated  it  soon  becomes 
evident  that  the  threat  of  eviction  is,  so  to  speak,  only  the  tip  of  the 
iceburg.  Behind  comparatively  modest  arrears  of  rent  nay  be  found  a  mountaii 
of  debts  v/hich  even  the  trained  Social  v/orker  trying  to  help  the  family 
can  find  intimidating.  The  effect  on  the  less  intelligent,  less 
proviv^ont  householder  can  be  imagined,  and  many  are  literally  sick  with 
worry ,  It  is  interesting  to  find  hoiv  often  the  burden  of  this  worry  is 
carried  by  the  wife  and  mother,  and  the  v^age  earner,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  he  is  the  one  who  v/ill  be  committed  to  prison  for  non-payment  of  debts, 
tendo  to  turn  his  back  on  the  situation,  and  refuses  to  really  concern 
himself  with  it.  Basically  there  is  nothing  amoral  or  injust  about 
modern  methods  of  extending  credit  to  all  cuid  suixiry  v/hether  the  system 
used  is  called  hire  purchase,  extended  credit,  budget  accounting  or 
what  have  you,  viHiat  is  wrong  is  the  irresponsible  use  of  these  systems 
by  door-to-door  salesman,  mail  order  fims,  and  large  stores  each  of  which 
handles  its  ovm.  transaction  in  ignorance  of,  and  unconcerned  with  the 
many  other  commitments  the  householder  may  already  have  made,  I  do  not 
pretend  to  knev/  how  the  irresponsible  and  improvident  amongst  us  can  be 
protected  against  the  pitfalls  in  this  way  of  acquiring  goods  and  chattels, 
and  against  our  ov/n  folly  in  allov/ing  ourselves  to  be  bowed  dovm,  and  perhaps 
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crushed  under  the  load  of  debt  we  are  unable  to  bear,  I  do  know  of  it, 
and  see  it  as  a  source  of  great  vrorry  and  anxiety,  carrying  v/ith  it  the 
threat  of  commit al  to  prison,  the  loss  of  the  home,  and  the  disruption 
or  disintigration  of  family  life,  and  as  probably  the  cause  of  much 
neurosis  which  is  reflected  in  the  consumption  of  large  amounts  of 

tranquillising  and  sedative  drugs  by  an  appreciaJble  section  of  the 
community. 

Over  and  above  the  housing  difficulties  of  those  people  liable 
to  lose  their  accommodation  through  rent  default,  there  are  still 
particularly  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Health  Area,  adjacent  to  the  City 
of  Pl;^outh,  long  waiting  lists  for  Council  houses,  and  there  seems  little 
likelihood  of  any  substantial  amelioration  of  this  situation  in  the 
foreseeable  future.  Much  has  been  done,  and  is  being  done  by  v/ay  of 
building  bungalows  and  flats  specially  designed  to  meet  the  housing  needs 
of  old  people.  When  some  years  ago  this  type  of  housing  development  v;as 
being  considered  there  rrere  many  who  had  genuine  doubts  as  to  vdiether 
old  people,  generally  conservative  in  outlook,  and  thought  to  be  "set  in 
their ^ ways",  would  be  willing  to  move  into  the  new  specially  designed 
dwellings.  In  fact  the  contrary  has  proved  true,  and  in  almost  all  cases 
the  demand  has  exceeded  the  supply,  and  almost  invariably  the  old  people 
themselves  have  expressed  satisfaction  and  pleasure  at  improved  conditions 
and  amenities  provided. 

In  the  field  of  food  hygiene  there  has  been  a  slo7/  improvement  in 
the  conditions  under  v/hich  food  is  handled.  Much  of  the  credit  here  must 
go  to  the  grov/th  and  speod  of  cold  display  cabinets  in  which  a  variety 
of ^perishable  food  is  now  put  on  display  to  the  general  public.  If  to 
this  is  added  the  practice  of  wrapping  such  food  in  transparent  material 
then  a  notable  contribution  has  been  made  to  preventing  contamination  of 
food  by  hands,  dust,  and  insects,  and  spdLage  resulting  from  exposure  to 
temperatures  above  about  has  been  largely  eliminated.  In  this 

respect  the  sometimes  maligned  "supermarket"  type  of  food  shop  has  set  a 
very  good  example. 

In  recent  years  attention  has  been  increasingly  focussed  on  a 
danger  to  human  health  arising  from  the  consumption  of  untreated  milk. 

This  results  from  the  existence  of ,a  disease  amongst  cattle  which  is 
generally  known  as  contagious  abortion.  The  infection  can  be  passed  to 
humans  in  whom  it  causes  a  disabling  illness,  v/hich  tends  to  become 
chronic,  and  for  v/hich  there  is  at  present  no  very  effective  line  of 
treatment.  The  group  of  people  mainly  at  risk  of  contracting  this  disease 
are  those  who  have  contact  with  cattle  e,g,  farmers,  farm  v;orkers,  and 
veterinary  surgeons,  and  the  majority  of  human  infections  -  known  as 
brucellosis  —  are  seen  amongst  these  people.  The  disease  can  however 
be ^ transmitted  to  human  beings  v/ho  consume  untreated  milk  from  infected 
animals,  and  testing  of  milk  samples  during  the  past  tv/o  or  three  years 
from  dairy  herds,  mainly  located  in  West  Coinv/all,  has  shovm.  that  this 
infection  is  present  in  a  certain  number  of  these  herds.  Up  to  the  time 
of  writing  the  number  of  herds  v/hich  have  been  tested  in  this  Health  Area 
is  quite  small,  so  that  the  extent  of  possible  infection  in  the  78 
producer  -  retailer  herds  in  the  Health  Area  is  not  known.  National 
surveys  show  that  25  ~  30^  of  milki2ag  herds  are  infected  and  it  v/ould  nbt 
be  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  this  position  v/ould  apply  in  East  Cornv^H-l 
During  the  past  tv/elve  months  two  cases  of  acute  brucellosis  in  human  beings 
have  come  to  light  but  in  both  of  these  direct  contact  with  infected 
animals  was  almost  certainly  the  source  of  infection. 


As  far  as  consumers  of  milk  are  concerned  there  is  immediately 
available  a  simple  safeguard  against  this  infection  —  the  pasteurisation  or 
sterilisation  of  all  milk.  However  for  various  reasons,  most  of  which 
have  their  foundation  in  prejudice  rather  than  fact,  many  people  prefer 
to  use  untreated  milk.  The  more  long  term  method  of  solving  this  problem 
by  removal  and  slaughter  of  infected  ajiumals  from  herds,  has  been 
considered  but  the  present  estimates  of  cost  -  a  national  bill  of  some 
£40  million  ~  has  so  far  deterred  the  G-overnment  from  introducing  ary 
programme  of  eradiccation.  The  advantages  of  eradications  extend  beyond 
protection  of  milk  consumers,  by  eliminating  the  threat  of  infection  to 
those  handling  and  working  with  cattle,  and  by  bringing  economic  benefit 
to  the  agricultural  industry  since  the  disease  in  cattle  rocLoes  che  milk 
yield,  and  causes  abortion,  stillbirth,  and  ii-d  rrtility.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  before  long  Britain  vd.ll  follow  the  more  enlightened  paths 
already  trodden  by  most  civilized  countries,  and  set  up  an  effective 
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progranine  to  ercxiicate  tMs  disease, 

Apart  from  snail  local  difficulties,  nany  of  then  due  to 
the  necessity  of  continuing  to  use  old  distribution  nains,  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  the  supply  provided  by  the  East  Corn^/all  Water  Board  has 
been  genrally  satisfactory.  Only  in  a  relatively  snail  nunber  of  cases 
where  water  is  dravm  fron  local  sources  does  any  risk  of  v/ater-^orne 
disease  occuring  arise.  In  such  cases  housholders  are  given  advice  on 
ways  in  which  any  such  risk  can  be  reduced  if  not  altogether  elininated. 

Progress  continued  during  the  year,  none  particularly  in  the 
two  Rurad.  Districts  in  bringing  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  to  an 
increasing  proportion  of  the  connunity.  After  what  seemed  an  inteminable 
period  of  planning  and  vra.iting  it  was  heartening  to  see  a  start  being 
made  on  the  large  scheme  for  the  Borough  of  Liskeard,  This  will  remove 
a  major  source  of  pollution  to  the  othervd.se  pleasant  East  Looe  River, 

T^e  position  at  Looe  continues  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  complaints  of 
sewage  pollution  on  the  adjacent  foreshore  are  received  from  time  to 
time. 

The  difficulties  in  deaJLing  with  household  and  trade  refuse 
to  which  I  have  referred  in  previous  Annual  Reports  remain,  and  indeed 
increase  from  year  to  year.  It  is  perha.ps  surprising  to  have  to  report 
from  a  mainly  rural  and  lightly  populated  area,  an  increaing  difficulty 
in  finding  suitable  sites  for  the  tipping  of  refuse,  but  this  is  the 
case.  All  the  indications  are  that  before  long  more  sophisticated  and 
more  effective  methods  of  refuse  disposal  will  ca.ll  for  an  increase  in 
the  cost  of  this  service, 

I  woiild  like  once  again  in  concluding  this  general  preface  to 
put  on  record  my  appreciation  for  the  support  and  encouragement  given 
to  me  during  1965  by  the  Members  and  Officers  of  the  six  County  District 
Council  in  No,  7  Health  Area,

There  is  little  in  the  above  figures  which  calls  for  special 
comment  since  the  rates  for  the  Rural  District  are , reasonably  close  to 
those  for  S.Eo  Cornwall  and  the  country  as  a  whole.  Coronary  heart 
disease  caused  6  of  every  10  deaths  attributed  to  heart  disease  -  a 
rather  higher  proportion  than  usual.  Of  the  defined  forms  of  cancer 
that  affecting  the  stomach  was  the  most  prevalent  cause  of  death.  Of 
the  209  people  \iho  died  during  1965  some  ,  52^  had  reached  or  exceeded 
the  age  of  75  years  at  the  time  of  death. 
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Not if iable  Pis eas e .  The  incidence  of  this  group  of  diseases  was 
moderate  during  the  year  when  a  total  of  159  cases  was  notified.  Of 
these  95  were  of  whooping  cough  and  6o  measles.  No  cases  of  the  more 
serious  forms  of  infectious  disease  occurred  and  there  were  no  deaths 
attributed  to  diseases  in  this  group.

Water  supply.  A  generally  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water  from 
the  mains  of  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board  was  available  in  all  parts 
of  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Schemes  for  Sheviock,  Metherell, 
Latchley  and  Harrowbarrow ,  were  completed  during  the  year  and  approval 
for  the  relatively  large  scheme  to  serve  St.Ann^s  Chapel,  Albaston 
and  Calstock,  was  received  in  the  late  autumn  of  1965*  The  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  are  actively  preparing  schemes  for  many  other 
villages  and  hamlets  and  in  the  course  of  the  next  3  "  5  years  this 
amenity  should  be  available  to  the  bulk  of  the  community. 
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Food .  A  tolerably  good  standard  of  food  hygiene  was  achieved  in  food 
shops  and  catering  establishments  during  the  year.  Complaints 
received  from  a  neighbouring  authority  on  the  poor  keeping  qualities 
of  a  particular  brand  of  ice-cream  directed  our  attention  to  a  firm 
which  had  set  up  a  plant  to  manufacture  and  sell  over  a  wide  area 
this  popular  item  of  food.  When  first  seen  conditions  at  the  plant 
were,  if  not  downright  poor,  far  from  good.  By  dint  of  frequent 
visiting  during  which  advice  on  the  hygienic  operation  of  the  plant 
was  given  and  samples  for  checking  were  taken,  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  secured  a  much  higher  standard  of  hygiene 
in  the  plant  . 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Factories  Act ^  1961.  The  operation  of  this  Act  presented  no 
difficulties  during  the  year.

SEVJERAGE  AI^  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Extensive  progress  has  been  made  in  this  sphere  of  the  Council’s 
activities  during  the  year  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that 
the  schemes  for  Sheviock  Village,  Metherell,  Latchley  and  Harrov/barrow 
mentioned  last  year,  have  all  been  completed.  It  was  hoped  to  say 
the  same  about  Chilsworthy  but  owing  to  weather  conditions  and  labour 
difficulties  work  has  been  somewhat  held  up  and  will  not  be  completed 
until  the  end  of  April  19660  The  provision  of  these  schemes  has^had 
a  marked  effect  in  every  village,  firstly  in  the  number  of  planning 
applications  received  for  development ,  v/hich  have  resulted  in  the 
erection  of  quite  a  number  of  new  dwellings  and  secondly  with  the 
owners  of  many  of  the  older  properties  modernising  their  premises  by 
the  provision  of  water  carriage  sanitation  incorporating  bathrooms 
and  all  modern  amenities,  many  of  which  are  being  provided  with  the 
aid  of  either  standard  or  discretionary  im.provement  grants. 

The  above  proves  that  these  schemes  of  sewerage  were  long ^ 
overdue  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Council’s  action  in ^ deciding 
to  undertake  these  rather  extensive  works  was  fully  justified. 

It  was  anticipated,  that  a  start  would  have  been  made  on  the 
St  .Ann’s  Chapel,  Albaston,  Cals took  scheme  but  owing  to  difficulties 
with  regard  to  land  purchase  for  pumping  stations,  the  submission  of 
the  scheme  to  the  Ministry  was  long  delayed  and  the  inquiry  attended 
by  a  Ministry  Inspector  was  not  held  until  late  July.  This  was 
followed  in  the  late  autumn  by  a  general  approval  to  the  scheme, ^with 
the  exception  of  a  few  minor  amendments  and  although  these  were  dealt 
with  promptly,  at  the  year’s  end  authority  had  still  not  been 
received  to  proceed  to  tender.  This  was  very  disappointing  but 
nevertheless,  it  is  hoped  that  in  I966  a  practical  start  v/ill  be  made 
on  the  work. 

As  to  the  Gunnislake  scheme  this  ha^s  also  been  delayed  due  mainly 
to  concentrating  on  the  preparation  of  the  details  of  the  Calstock 
scheme,  but  no  doubt  within  the  next  year  a  decision  will  have  been 
reached • 

Realising  the  necessity  for  sewerage  facilities  throughout  the  ^ 
whole  of  the  area  the  Council  have  issued  further  instructions  to 
their  Consult ing 'Engineers  to  prepare  schemes  ^f  or  V/ilcove  Polbathic  , 
Hessenford,  Hatt ,  Pillaton  and  St, Dominic,  anci  it  is  anticipated  that 
these  will  be  completed  over  the  next  three  yea.rs  .  By  this  time, 
with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  existing  works  installed  many  years 
ago,  it  can  be  said  that  the  whole  of  the  rural  area  will  be 
adequately  equipped  with  modern  sewage  disposal  arramgements . 

With  the  provision  of  such  amenities  comes  the  problem  of 
maintenance  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  future  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Cornwall  River  Authority  all 
these  works  will  have  to  be  maintained  to  the  highest  possible 
standard  to  ensure  that  effluent  samples  taken  by  the  Board  are 
satisfactory,  otherwise  if  could  well  mean  that  proceedings  might  be 
taken  against  the  Council,  a  position  which  obviously  must  be 
avoided  at  all  costs.  Unfortunately,  for  various  reasons,  it  is 
not  always  possible  to  guarantee  that  the  samples  will  be  within  the 
limits  stipulated  by  the  River  Authority  and  it  is  understood  that 
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this  problem  is  not  only  peculiar  in  this  rural  district .  It  is  a 
national  one  and  it  would  appear  to  require  that  either  some 
re-thinking  in  the  design  of  sewage  disposal  plants  is  necessary  or, 
alternatively,  the  River  Authorities  should  give  very  serious 
consideration  to  agreeing  to  less  stringent  conditions,  particularly 
where  in  many  instances  the  dilution  factor  is  very  high  and  for  this 
reason  should  permit  of  a  lower  standard  of  effluent  being  discharged. 
It  is  not  suggested  that  standards  should  be  greatly  lowered  but 
nevertheless  it  would  appear  that  there  is  a  case  for  each  individual 
works  to  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits  instead  of  what  appears  to 
operate  at  the  moment,  a  fixed  standard  regardless  of  conditions 
except  where  effluent  is  discharged  into  tidal  waters. 

As  reported  in  previous  years  the  Council's  Cesspool  Emptying 
Machine  has  been  in  constant  use  and  with  the  coming  into  operation 
of  the  nevj-  works  ,  is  proving  to  be  a  most  valuable  piece  of  equipment 
without  which  there  is  no  doubt  whatsoever .that  the  sewage  disposal 
works  could  not  be  satisfactorily  operated. 

Demands  are  also  being  made  on  the  machine  by  private 
householders  whose  premises  are  equipped  with  septic  tanks  and  it  is  ^ 
now  found  that  the  machine  is  fully  occupied  throughout  the  whole  of' 
the  year  necessitating  the  employment  of  a  full  time  driver  and  mate, 
whereas  when  it  was  first  purchased  it  va.s  used  two  days  a  week  by  a 
part  time  driver  employed  for  the  remainder  of  his  time  in  driving 
the  refuse  lorry.  At  times,  it  cannot  deal  with  the  work  fast 
enough  with  the  result  that  considerable  overtime  is  necessary. 

The  present  vehicle  is  eleven  years  old  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  its  replacement  will  be  necessary  within  the  next  two  years. 

The  introduction  of  a  specialist  trained  and  mobile  gang 
referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  has  come  about,  two  men  being 
employed,  in  addition  to  the  tanker  crew,  with  their  own  lorry  to 
traverse  the  district  and  visit  and  carry  out  the  necessary  work  to 
each  sewage  disposal  plant  at  least  twice  weekly.  As  time  goes  on 
and  more  and  larger  works  come  into  operation  this  staff  will  have 
to  be  increased  with  the  corresponding  rise  in  cost.  Nevertheless 
it  is  a  matter  which  has  to  be  faced  and  forms  an  important  and 
essential  part  of  the  Council’s  responsibilities. 

PUBLIC  COWENIENCES. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  years  ,  trouble  has  been  experienced 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  area,  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of 
these  structures  .  Once  again  they  have  been  the  targets  of  vandals 
and  wanton  and  unnecessary  destruction  has  been  caused.  Unfortunately 
none  of  the  culprits  have  been  caught  and  it  is  exasperating  when 
visitors  and  local  people  either  write  or  telephone  complaining  about 
the  condition  of  the  conveniences  v/hen  every  effort  is  made  to  keep 
them  in  a  clean  and  wholesome  condition.  A  small  minority  for  some 
unlmown  reason  appear  to  delight  in  causing  this  damage  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  if  any  of  them  should  be  caught  then  they  should  be 
heavily  fined  with  a  view  to  this  acting  as  a  deterrent  to  other 
enthusiasts  who  might  be  otherwise  encouraged  to  do  their  part.  In 
previous  years  when  offenders  have  been  caught  the  authorities 
concerned  in  dealing  v/ith  them  have  it  would  appear  been  far  too 
lenient  and  it  is  time  that  very  definite  steps  were  taken  to  deal 
with  these  people  who  are  creating  a  nation  wide  problem. 
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Owing  to  the  provision  of  a  new  car  park  at  Gunnislake  the  old 
and  obsolete  convenience  is  to  be  demolished  and  a  modern  up  to  date 
building  is  to  be  provided  at  the  Junction  of  Fore  Street  vjith 
Chapel  Street,  The  plans  of  this  building  are  at  the  present  time 
in  course  of  preparation  but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  structure 
will  come  into  operation  until  some  time  in  I966, 

At  Calstock  where  the  present  convenience  is  too  small  and  out 
of  date  and  the  foundations  of  same  are  subsiding  into  the  river,  it 
has  been  decided  that  a  new  building  should  be  erected  and  in 
addition  it  is  hoped  to  acquire  a.  site  fronting  on  to  the  trunk  road 
at  Landrake  to  deal  with  the  flow  of  holidaymakers  who  pass  along 
this  highway  during  the  summer  months  and  require  public  convenience 
facilities , 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL. 

The  new  35  cubic  yard  Shelvoke  and  Drev/ry  compaction  vehicle 
came  into  operation  at  the  end  of  February.  This  is  based  at 
Callington  and  deals  with  the  northern  part  of  the  rural  district  and 
has  beyond  doubt  proved  its  worth  during  the  time  it  has  been  in 
operation.  Its  design  facilitates  the  speedy  and  easy  handling  of 
refuse  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  operators  and  reduces  the  dust 
problem  to  the  minimum,  which  in  the  past  has  been  a  constant  source 
of  complaint  from  householders  during  windy  weather,  which  with  the 
best  will  in  the  world  it  w^as  quite  impossible  to  control  with  the 
old  fashioned  side  loading  vehicle  that  was  in  operation  previously. 

So  successful  has  the  vehicle  proved  to  be  that  the  Council  have  now 
decided  to  give  early  consideration  to  the  provision  of  a  similar  type 
appliance  in  the  southern  part  of  the  area  to  operate  from  Millbrook. 
It  is  hoped  to  comment  further  on  this  next  year . 

The  special  Sub-Committee  appointed  to  deal  with  labour  problems 
and  referred  to  in  last  year's  report,  recommended  that  a  tractor 
bulldozer  be  purchased  to  ease  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  Council's 
various  tips.  The  machine  commenced  work  in  the  early  summer  and 
like  the  refuse  collecting  vehicle,  has  proved  to  be  a  grea.t  success. 
It  is  used  mainly  at  Millbrook  but  also  it  tends  to  the  tips  at 
Trewin  Quay,  St ^Germans  and  Landrake,  Unfortunately  long  distances 
prevent  it  visiting  Callington  3.nd  Drakewalls  and  as  the  former  will 
in  the  near  future  be  receiving  practically  the  whole  of  the  refuse 
collected  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district  it  would  appear  that 
a  similar  machine  should  be  purchased  and  centred  wholly  at  Callington 
where  the  present  dump  is  not  maintained  to  the  standard  that  is 
desired  by  reason  of  the  lack  of  such  a  ma.chine , 

The  service  has  worked  very  smoothly  throughout  the  year  but  the 
demands  made  on  it  are  constantly  on  the  increase  due  to  the  erection 
of  new  buildings  and  the  insistence-  of  some  of  the  older  ratepayers 
that  their  refuse  be  collected  no  matter  how  isolated  their  property 
might  be.  In  order  to  help  in  this  direction,  instead  of  disposing 
of  the  old  lorry  which  was  replaced  by  the  new  compacting  vehicle, 
this  lorry  was  kept  for  odd  jobs  and  is  employed  one  day  a  week  on 
visiting  isolated  farmsteads  and  other  properties  where  the  larger 
vehicle  would  find  difficulty  in  reaching  and  also  to  assist  in 
streamlining  the  main  collection  service  and  saving  a.n  unnecessary 
waste  of  time  which  would  otherwise  be  occasioned. 

The  seasonal  litter  problem  is  still  with  us  but  nevertheless 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Highways  Department  this  has  been 
very  successfully  dealt  with.  In  past  years  the  Council  have 
provided  litter  receptacles  contained  in 'large  drums  weighted  with 
concrete.  Experience  has  shov/n,  hov/ever  ,  tha.t  very  often  these  are 
abused  and  eventually  become  most  unsightly  due  to  damage  and  rust. 
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This  has  resulted  in  the  Highwa.ys  Department  replacing  these,  without 
any  request  whatsoever  from  the  Council,  with  a  paper  sa,ck  system. 
These  are  far  more  pleasing  in  appearance  and  so  far  have  proved  to 
be  very  successful.  Both  authorities  undertake  remova„l  as  and  when 
necessary,  and  the  paper  sacks  are  provided  by  the  Highways  Authority 
upon  request,  free  of  charge. 

Due  to  the  above,  the  appearance  of  the  district  was  in  no  way 
spoilt  by  the  holidaymakers  who  in  most  instances  will  use  the 
facilities  if  they  are  provided. 

HOUSING. 

The  housing  programme  continued  steadily  during  the  year  and 
20  properties  were  completed,  comprising  the  16  mentioned 'as  under 
construction  in  last  years  report,  plus  H  at  Moorland  Way,  Delaware, 
with  4  dwellings  still  under  construction  at  this  latter  site,  and 
brings  the  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  to  a  total  of  657* 

The  Council  has  adopted  a  policy,  hov/ever ,  whereby  sitting 
tenants  may  purchase  their  houses  if  so  desired  and  as  a  result 
4  houses  have  been  sold  to  tenants  during  the  year,  leaving  673 
dv/ellings  in  Council  ownership.  In  addition  6  properties  were 
acquired  by  the  Council  in  connection  with  their  redevelopment 
schemes  increasing  the  number  of  such  properties  from  11  to  17  so 
held  and  the  total  number  of  Council  ov/ned  properties  from  673  "to 
670. 


Plans  are  afoot  for  additional  Council  houses  at  Calstock, 
Gunnislake  and  Blunts. 

Private  enterprise  housing  continued  to  flourish  during  the  year 
and  nev7  dwellings  completed  totalled  74,  an  increase  of  over  3^%  on 
the  preceding  year.  In  addition  there  were  49  dwellings  under 
construction  when  the  year  ended. 

Although  restrictions  were  imposed  by  the  Government  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  the  Council  gave  mortgage  assistance  on  37  properties 
up  to  that  period. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  by  the  Council  to  house  ownership 
and  to  property  improvement  and  in  this  latter  respect  16  discretionary 
grants  valued  at  £6,449  and  22  standard  grant  applications  were 
approved.  Grant  payments  totalling  £2,871  were  made  in  respect  of 
23  grants  during  the  year.  These  figures  show  a  constant  demand  for 
grant  assistance  and  many  older  properties  in  the  area  are  being 
preserved  and  brought  up  to  date  voluntarily  in  this  way.  The  Council 
is  to  be  complimented  on  its  impartial  administration  of  the  gra^nt 
facilities  and  can  be  justly  proud  of  the  overall  improvements  that 
have  been  achieved  in  this  direction. 

As  in  the  past,  the  obligations  imposed  by  the  Housing  Acts  have 
been  conscientiously  observed  throughout  the  year  and  the  general 
housing  standard  is  being  gradually  raised.  The  greater  part  of  this 
work  has  been  completed  but  much  work  still  remains  to  be  done, 
especially  in  respect  of  individually  unfit  properties.  The 
systematic  approach  being  made,  however,  has  eliminsited  the  major 
problem  and  the  beneficial  effects  of  the  Council’s  policy  are  now 
being  seen. 

As  evidence  of  the  Council’s  activities 'during  the  year, 
demolition  orders  v/ere  made  on  l4  properties,  3  properties  were 
demolished,  1  closed,  2  were  rendered  fit  and  undertakings  were 
accepted  in  respect  of  11  other  properties.  One  statutory  notice  was 
issued  requiring  the  repair  of  a  property  at  Callington.  At^the 
year’s  end  there  v/ere  10  further  properties  still  under  consideration. 
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In  continuance  of  their  slum  clearance  prograrmue,  the  Council 
resolved  to  make  The  Orchard  (Gunnislake)  Cleara^hce  Order,  19^?  ^  and 
the  VJest  Street  (Millbrook)  Clearance  Area,  19^^ ’>  ^SiS  also  declared. 
Three  compulsory  purchase  orders  were  made  on  additional  properties 
at  West  Street  ,  Millbrook. 

The  time  is  now  approaching  when  the 'a c cumulative  effect  of  the 
action  taken  by  the  Council  at  Gunnislake,  Calstock  and  Millbrook 
will  enable  the  congested  areas  in  these  villages  to  be  demolished 
andL  replaced  by  modern  and  up  to  d-ate  dwellings.  The  redevelopment 
schemes  as  envisaged  will  revive  these  villages  and  add. to  their 
character  to  the  great  benefit  of  the  local  communities . 

MEAT'  AW  OTHER  FOODS , 


The  figures  recorded  in  theinble  appended  hereunder  reveal  that 
there  have  been  marked  fluctuations  in  some  of  the  groups _ inspect ed 
over  the  past  year.  Particularly  noteworthy  is  the  improvement  in 
the  number  of  lambs  after  the  substantial  decrease  of  1964-,  and  whilst 
the  throughput  in  cows  has  declined,  the  overall  position  of  the 
bovine  animals  shows  improvement  also ,  Pigs  and  calves  have  figured 
in  larger  numbers  and  -  complete  a,  year  of  further  advance  v/ioh  an 
overall  increase  of  lk,5/^  in.  animals  inspect  ed  '  compared  with  a 
very  similar  figure  of  ^hohfo  in  the  previous  year,  thus  maintaining 
the  advance  record^ed  in  the  report  for  1964-,

The  routine  supervision  of  shops  and  other  food  premises  has 
continued  as  regularly  as  possible  and  in  general  standards  are 
satisfactory  and  there  has  been  over  the  year,  evidence  of  an 
increased  public  interest  in  hygienic  food  handling,  a  trend  which  can 
only  be  welcomed  by  those  engaged  in  matters  concerning  public  health o 

Further  inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises 
Act  1963,  have  shown  that  although  most  of  the  premises  which  are 
affected  by  this  legislation  require  little  attention  to  bring  them  up 
to  the  standards  laid  down  there  has  been  a  readiness  on  the  part  of 
most  employers  to  co-operate  with  the  Council's  Officers  in  the 
carrying  out  of  their  duties  under  this  Act  which  has  undoubtedly  been 
of  benefit  to  employees. 


CAiiPING  SITES  AKD  MOVBABLE  Dl'/ELLINGS  o 


During  the  year,  inspections  of  the  main  caravan  sites  have  been 
made  and  as  regards  the  Treragin  Holiday  Camp,  althougH  a  fully 
developed  drainage  system  has  not  yet  been  constructed,  the  owner  has 
recently  acquired  the  necessary  land  and  plans  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Council  by  his  architects. 

At  Whitsand  Bay  Battery  the  owner  is  contemplating  complete 
re-organisation  which  will  increase  the  capacity  from  thirty  seven 
to  one  hundred  caravans  and  while  nothing  had  been  started  at  the 
year's  end,  no  doubt  at  the  commencement  of  the  19^7  season  all  the 
main  works  will  have  been  completed  including  services  and  a  modern 
system  of  sewage  disposa,!. 

In  addition,  further  works  have  been  carried  out  at  Honicombe 
where  the  drainage  system  capable  of  dealing  v/ith  the  occupants  from 
one  hundred  caravans  has  been  completed,  as  well  as  a  considerable^ 
amount  of  development  v/ork  in  the  form  of  service  roads,  water  supply, 
electricity  and  other  necessary  amenities.  The  owner  has,  however, 
found  that  despite  the  fact  that  the  accommodation  is  available  the 
site  is  not  proving  to  be  an  economical  propost  ion  without  a  regular 
income  from  a  small  number  of  residential  vans.  In  order  to  help  him, 
therefore,  the  Council  and  the  County  P].anning  Department  have  granted 
permission  for  twenty  residential  caravans  to  be  stationed  on  the 
property  in  addition  to  the  one  hundred  seasonal  previously  approved. 
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The  above  position  seems  to  be  arising  on  other  sites  throughout 
the  area  and  although  it  might  appear  at  first  sight  to  be  a  good 
thing  to  encourage  the  provision  of  residential  caravans,  in  actual 
practice  to  do  this  on  a  large  and  ever  increasing  scale  is  wrong 
because  there  is  clear  evidence  v/ith  the  passage  of  time  that  in  m.any 
instances  it  encourages  the  wrong  type  of  families ,  with  the  result 
tha.t  an  extremely  good  site  soon  becomes  a  slum  unless  great  care  is 
taken  in  the  selection  of  the  caravan  inmates  and  the  strictest 
supervision  is  exercised  over  the  administration  of  the  site 
generally  * 

The  Council's  officers  have  also  been  actively  engaged  during  the 
year  in  promoting  the  improvement  of  many  of  the  facilities  at  other 
sites,  both  in  the  interest  of  permanent  occupiers  of  caravans  and  the 
holidaymakers,  and  at  those  sites  where  there  is  not  supply  of  water 
from  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Board,  the  sources  have  been  kept  under 
observation  and  regular  samples  taken  for  analysis. 

LIFE  SAVING  ON  HOLIDAY  BEACHES. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  bathing  fatalities 
at  any  of  the  beaches  in  the  district  during  the  year  under  review 
and  no  doubt  the  activities  of  the  life  saving  groups  played  nosmall 
part  in  this  most  satisfactory  position.  In  addition  to  the  l^itsand 
Bay  Life  Saving  Club,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  H.M«S.  Raleigh 
Fisgard  providied  a.  life  saving  team  to  patrol  Tregantle  Beach  during 
the  summer.  In  order  to  assist  them  in  their  efforts  the  Council 
have  agreedi  to  provid.e  them  with  a  hut  near  the  beach  where  the 
members  may  shelter  during  periods  of  inclement  weather  and  vxhere 
their  equipment  may  be  housed.  The  team  effected  tv7o  rescues  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season  and  have  intimated  that  they  are  willing  to 
continue  the  patrols  in  the  coming  season. 

GENERAL. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  mainly  of  a 
routine  nature  during  the  year  and  the  increased  scope  and  variety  of 
the  duties  performed  which  was  mentioned  last  year  has  kept  the 
department  very  busy .
